13 who were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God. 


80. ADOPTED AS SONS AND DAUGHTERS 


Ephesians 1:5 
having predestined us to adoption as sons by Jesus Christ to Himself, according to the 
good pleasure of His will, 


Romans 8:14-17 

14 For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, these are sons of God. 

15 For you did not receive the spirit of bondage again to fear, but you received the 
Spirit of adoption by whom we cry out, "Abba, Father." 

16 The Spirit Himself bears witness with our spirit that we are children of God, 

17 and if children, then heirs—heirs of God and joint heirs with Christ, if indeed we 
suffer with Him, that we may also be glorified together.

28 and the base things of the world and the things which are despised God has

36 As it is written: “For Your sake we are killed all day long; we are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter.” 

37 Yet in all these things we are more than conquerors through Him who loved us. 

38 For | am persuaded that neither death nor life, nor angels nor principalities nor 
powers, nor things present nor things to come, 

39 nor height nor depth, nor any other created thing, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.

29 For whom He foreknew, He also predestined to be conformed to the image of His 
Son, that He might be the firstborn among many brethren. 

30 Moreover whom He predestined, these He also called; whom He called, these He 
also justified; and whom He justified, these He also glorified. 
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Hebrews 2:11,14-18 

11 For both He who sanctifies and those who are being sanctified are all of one, for 
which reason He is not ashamed to call them brethren, 

14 Inasmuch then as the children have partaken of flesh and blood, He Himself 
likewise shared in the same, that through death He might destroy him who had the 
power of death, that is, the devil, 

15 and release those who through fear of death were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. 

16 For indeed He does not give aid to angels, but He does give aid to the seed of 
Abraham. 

17 Therefore, in all things He had to be made like His brethren, that He might be a 
merciful and faithful High Priest in things pertaining to God, to make propitiation for 
the sins of the people. 

18 For in that He Himself has suffered, being tempted, He is able to aid those who are 
tempted. 


88. HEIRS — WE HAVE AN INHERITANCE 


Romans 8:16-17 

16 The Spirit Himself bears witness with our spirit that we are children of God, 

17 and if children, then heirs—heirs of God and joint heirs with Christ, if indeed we 
suffer with Him, that we may also be glorified together. 


Galatians 4:4-7 

4 But when the fullness of the time had come, God sent forth His Son, born of a

As a joint-heir or co-heir we have as part of our inheritance, blessings, and privileges 
that only Jesus Christ could have, but now has been graciously extended to us. 


We walk as Christ walked. 
We walk in all the Christ walked in as the Son of God. 


90. AMBASSADORS — REPRESENTING THE KINGDOM 


2 Corinthians 5:18-20 

18 Now all things are of God, who has reconciled us to Himself through Jesus Christ, 
and has given us the ministry of reconciliation, 

19 that is, that God was in Christ reconciling the world to Himself, not imputing their 
trespasses to them, and has committed to us the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then, we are ambassadors for Christ, as though God were pleading through 
us: we implore you on Christ's behalf, be reconciled to God. 


91. AWAITING FUTURE GLORY — REVEALING OF THE SONS OF GOD 


Romans 8:18-21 

18 For | consider that the sufferings of this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall be revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of the creation eagerly waits for the revealing of the 
sons of God. 

20 For the creation was subjected to futility, not willingly, but because of Him who 
subjected it in hope; 

21 because the creation itself also will be delivered from the bondage of corruption 
into the glorious liberty of the children of God.
